The  1952  Apache  team  cannot  boast  of  an  undefeated  season  as  can  the  teams 
of  1947  and  1951,  but  it  was.  definitely  not  a  weaker  team  than  the  others.  The 
opposition  was  keener  and  more  colorful  perhaps  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of 
football  in  Apacheland.  The  9-2  record  of  the  '52  Apaches  is  an  impressive  one  in 
anyone's  book.  The  lone  losses  were  at  the  first  of  the  season  when  the  Tribe  had  only 
two  previous  games  under  its  belt.  The  Apaches  went  on  from  there  to  beat  the  No.

The  1952  Apaches  were  the  first 
to  fail  to  play  in  a  bowl  game  in  many  years,  but  this  was  not  due  to  the  lack  of  an 
invitation,  but  to  the  fact  that  no  one  could  be  secured  to  play  the  Apaches  who 
would,  offer  sufficient  competition.  This,  the  team  of  1952  is  a  team  of  which 
Apacheland  and  all  of  its  fans  and  supporters  can  be  justly  proud. 
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Bobby  Page  becomes  the  third  AU-American  Quarterback  from  Tyler  Junior 
College.  The  honor  is  well  deserved  by  the  talented  quarterback.  He  also  made  the 
All  Conference  team  selected  by  the  coaches  of  the  Big  Six  Conference.  His  pre- 
decessors were  his  brother,  Dan,  and  Johnny  Linney,  outstanding  quarterback  of  1951.
